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Duchess apologizes 
for bribery scandal

LONDON Sarah Ferguson once was considered a lively spark, 
just the thing to brighten up Britain’s staid royal family when 
she married Prince Andrew and became Duchess of York. 

But in recent years, the brash redhead has found herself 
in trouble. She was the royal who struggled to control her 
weight and balance her checkbook— and often ended up in 
the tabloid newspapers for all the wrong reasons. 

Though work in America improved her bank account and 
her image, Ferguson took a blow over the weekend when a 
Sunday tabloid reported that she had offered access to An- 
drew, Britain’s special representative for trade and invest- 
ment, to an undercover reporter. Her price? Allegedly a half- 
million pounds ($724,000), with a $40,000 down payment. 

The News of the World front page read “Fergie ‘sells’ Andy 
for 500k” and the story went global. Ferguson issued a state- 
ment apologizing for causing embarrassment and a “serious 
lapse in judgment” and said Andrew “was not aware or in- 
volved in any of the discussions that occurred.”

Tied to hope 

2 Americans imprisoned in Iran plan to get married

MINNEAPOLIS The mothers of two of the 
three Americans held for months in an 
Iranian prison said Monday that their chil- 
dren have become engaged and plan to 
marry after they are released. 

The mothers of all three Americans 
are back in the U.S. after visiting Iran to 
see their children. During the visit, they 
learned that Shane Bauer had proposed to 
Sarah Shourd at Evin Prison in Tehran. 

“They are going to get married as soon 
as they have their freedom,” Nora Shourd 
said Monday on “Good Morning Ameri- 
ca.” 

Bauer made a ring out of threads from 
his shirt and gave it to Shourd in the pris- 
on’s exercise area. The third imprisoned 
American, Josh Fattal, will be the couple’s 
best man, the mothers said. 

The three friends were taken into custo- 
dy by Iranian forces in July along the bor- 
der between Iraq and Iran. Their families 


say they were on an innocent hike, but Ira- 
nian officials have accused them of spying 
for the U.S. 

The three mothers traveled to Iran last 
week and had hoped to bring their children 
home, but came back empty-handed. 

Over the weekend, Iran’s intelligence 
minister said Iran would be open to a 
prisoner swap if Washington makes a hu- 
manitarian gesture toward Iranians in U.S. 
custody similar to the one Iran made by 
permitting the mothers’ visit. 

Prior to their detainment, Bauer and 
Shourd had been living together in Da- 
mascus, Syria, where Bauer was working 
as a freelance journalist and Shourd as an 
English teacher. 

Fattal, an environmentalist and a fellow 
graduate of the University of California at 
Berkeley came to visit them in July and 
the three went on what their families say 
was a hiking trip to the Kurdistan region of 
northern Iraq.

CHA-CHING! BLACKHAWKS MANIA IS ON 

Debbie Simon had one mission Monday: to buy Blackhawks Western Conference 
Championships T-shirts and hats for her husband and son. Simon, 54, who’s been 
a fan of the hockey team since 1961, arrived at Chicago Sports and Novelty on 
Michigan Avenue at 10 a.m. Six people already had beaten her to be first in line. 

After the Blackhawks clinched the Western Conference title Sunday, fans spilled 
into sports stores, called ticket brokers inquiring about Stanley Cup finals ticket pric- 
es and inundated the Internet for all things black and red. 

“We always carry a bit of merchandise, but this time, we can’t seem to keep it in 
stock,” said Chicago Sports and Novelty’s manager, Myra Cisneros. And the mania 
has only just begun, Blackhawks merchants said. 

At Clark Street Sports on the Near West Side, employees saw a line of 15 people 
outside the store’s doors around 9 a.m. 


Hawks defenseman 
faces uphill battle 
to regain his smile

In the wake of Blackhawks defenseman 
Duncan Keith’s puck-to-the-mouth 
toothsplosion, a Chicago-area dentist 
predicts the city’s newest sports hero will 
have a long road ahead before he gets his 
smile back. 

In Sunday night’s game, Keith lost 
seven teeth after being whacked by a fly- 
ing puck but returned swiftly to help his 
team earn a trip to the Stanley Cup finals. 
While few could imagine having any mo- 
bility after spitting up tooth fragments 
and blood, experts say Keith’s unwilling- 
ness to withdraw from the game was nei- 
ther unheard of nor particularly risky 

“Running off to the dentist is prob- 
ably not going to help him right then and 
there,” said Stephen Campbell, head of 
the University of Illinois at Chicago’s de- 
partment of restorative dentistry “They 
probably just gave him some local anes- 


thetic, removed any loose fragments, got 
anything with sharp corners removed 
and numbed him up.” 

Campbell said that without know- 
ing the specifics of Keith’s injury— the 
Blackhawks remained mum about it 
Monday— it’s difficult to predict the ex- 
act course of treatment. 

“On the surface, there are all differ- 
ent kinds of ways of losing seven teeth,” 
Campbell said. “It depends on where 
the puck struck him and what fractured. 
With hockey and basketball injuries, usu- 


ally it’s what’s called ‘the clinical crown,’ 
teeth that are fractured off at the gum 
line. Typically those can be saved. If the 
roots of the teeth have to come out, then 
that’s a different situation.” 

Another factor, Campbell said, is the 
sheer number of teeth Keith lost. 

“The more teeth that are damaged like 
that, the more that are missing, the more 
ramifications that has,” he said. “It’s just 
like a bridge— the bigger gap you have, 
the more pier supports you need on ei- 
ther end.” 


Teen killed, 
man injured 
in shooting

A 15-year-old high school student was killed 
and a Chicago man in his 20s injured Monday 
when gunfire erupted between two groups on a 
Dolton street, police said. 

The teenager was apparently an innocent 
passerby who was struck by a bullet as he walked 
in the parking lot of a restaurant at the corner 
of Oak Street and Sibley Boulevard at 2:40 p.m., 
police said. 

“He was not a participant,” said police Lt. 
Harry Blaundin. “It’s tragic. It’s a young man 
minding his own business, coming home from 
school.” 

Chief Robert Fox said that the teen died after 
being taken to a hospital in Hammond. The boy 
whom police identified as a student at nearby 
Thornridge High School, had gotten out of 
school five minutes before the shooting, police 
said. 

The Chicago man who was shot was among 
the two opposing groups and was hit in the leg, 
police said. 

After the shooting, the two groups ran in op- 
posite directions on Oak. Police do not know 
exactly how many people were involved or how 
many guns were used. 

“We have no idea what it was about,” Blaun- 
din said. “We hope to have some leads soon.” 

“Hopefully we’ll get this solved soon,” Police 
Chief Robert Fox said at the scene. “My thing is 
to catch the bad guys.

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Lawmakers: Reform LGBT immigration rules

Lawmakers seeking immigration reform stood 
shoulder- to-shoulder with lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender activists Monday as they an- 
nounced support for a provision to allow people in 
committed same-sex relationships to sponsor their 
partners for immigration. 

“If Congress will not act, then we must act 
as communities who believe in comprehensive 
immigration reform,” said Rep. Luis Gutierrez 
(D-Ill.) at the Center On Hals ted in Boys town, 
throwing his weight behind the Uniting American 
Families Act, which would include LGBT people in 


immigration legislation* 

The Defense of Marriage Act, signed into law in 
1996 by President Bill Clinton, defines a marriage 
at the federal level as being between a man and a 
woman. Therefore, same-sex couples, even those 
married legally, cannot sponsor one another for im- 
migration, as straight married couples can* 

The proposed change w r ould allow gay couples 
in committed relationships to seek visas for their 
partners. According to Fquality Illinois, an LGBT 
rights organization, there are as many as 40,000 
same-sex binational couples, in which one member 
is a U.S. citizen and the other is not. 

Gutierrez said the support of LGBT activists 


will be essential to achieving meaningful change to 
the current U*S, immigration policies* He acknowl- 
edged that reform measures have yet to gain steam 
in Congress, 

“While we may not have started together, we 
will finish together,” he said to those present, add- 
ing that he believed the immigration reform bill he 
sponsored, H*R. 4321, could pass* 

Rep. Mike Quigley (D-Ill.) called the act an ex- 
ample of “family values” t hat should garner broad 
support. 

“If you're for family values, you’re not lor split- 
ting up families, are you?” he said. “I think this is 
all very simple.” 


Reward for 
information in 
dragging death

A group of friends of a man w ho died 
after being dragged by a cab has post- 
ed a $20,000 reward to help the inves- 
tigation. 

Daniel Firkins, 32, was pronounced 
dead about 5 p.m. Saturday after hav- 
ing been in a drug-induced coma lor 
seven days, according to the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office. 
Witnesses say Firkins was leaning in 
a window of a taxi w r hen the cab took 
off, dragging him for a block before 
running over his legs May 14 near his 
home in West Town, 

Firkins 7 friends have raised about 
$20,000 in rew r ard money through e- 
mail solicitations. If the reward goes 
unclaimed, a scholarship will be set up. 

Since Firkins 7 death, his family has 
been making funeral arrangements. I lis 
parents, Maureen and David Firkins, 
went through his apartment Friday in 
the 1600 block of North Ilonore Street 
to move out his items. 

“It was terrible,” David Firkins said. 
“That's when we really broke down.” 

An investigator involved with the 
case who spoke on the condition of 
anonymity said there have been few 
leads in the case. The source said po- 
lice “know for a fact” that he was with a 
group of friends who haven't come for- 
ward to police yet. Witness statements 
conflict with some news reports, the 
source said. 

The source also said there is no indi- 
cation from witnesses that Firkins and 
the cabdriver were arguing*

Supreme Court finds bias 
in city’s firefighter hirings

The Supreme Court dealt a potentially costly defeat 
to Chicago on Monday, reinstating a discrimination 
ruling in favor of 6,000 black applicants for firefight- 
ing jobs in the 1990s. 

In a 9-0 decision, the justices said Chicago had used 
an entry-level test for the Chicago Fire Department 
that had a “disparate impact” based on race. And there- 
fore, they said, the city was liable for paying damages to 
those applicants who had “qualified” scores on the test, 
but were excluded in favor of those who scored higher. 

Farlier this year, a lawyer for black applicants es- 
timated the total damages in the case could reach 
$100 million* Monday’s ruling is the latest twist in a 
long-running set of lawsuits over the use of civil ser- 
vice exams for hiring police and firefighters, both in 
Chicago and elsewhere* 

It is the second time in as many years the Supreme 


Court has tackled discrimination in testing within the 
firefighting ranks. In a landmark case last year, the Su- 
preme Court in a 5-4 decision said New Haven, Conn., 
violated white firefighters’ civil rights, throwing out 
an exam in which no African-Americans scored high 
enough to be promoted to lieutenant or captain. 

In the opinion, Justice Antonin Scalia wrote for the 
court that the applicants' lawsuit over a Chicago test 
used to weed out potential firefighter trainee appli- 
cants was valid. Anyone who scored 64 or below was 
deemed not qualified. But the city set a second cutoff 
score of 89 points. 

Officials told applicants who scored below 89 but 
above 64 that although they passed the test, they like- 
ly w r ould not be hired because of the large number of 
people who scored 89 or above.

□ DES MOINES, Iowa An animal-rights group 
known for sending out scantily clad dem- 
onstrators to protest fur and other provocative 
stunts has gained influence in boardrooms with 
a more traditional tactic: buying company stock. 

People for the Ethical Treatment of Animals 
has been buying shares for seven years and now 
owns a piece of at least 8o companies, includ- 
ing McDonald’s and Kraft Foods, which both 
are based in the Chicago area. PETA hopes to 
influence their animal welfare policies on such 
things as how chickens are slaughtered or buy- 
ing pork from suppliers that keep pregnant 
sows in small crates. 

By buying stock, PETA is guaranteed the right 
to present its ideas directly to officials and other 
shareholders, many of whom otherwise likely 
would pay little attention to the group. 

“It gives us a new forum in which to present 
the research we’ve done to company executives, 
their shareholders and the public,” said Ashley 
Byrne, a senior campaigner for PETA. 

PETA tries to negotiate agreements with 
companies behind closed doors, but if that fails, 
the group submits shareholder resolutions with 
its proposed changes at shareholder meetings. 

Companies don’t always change their poli- 
cies, but Byrne said the effort has paid off. After 
PETA bought stock, Safeway grocery stores and 
restaurant companies Ruby Tuesday Sonic and 
Burger King agreed to give purchasing prefer- 
ence to suppliers that abide by what the group 
says are more humane rules, such as not confin- 
ing chicken and hogs in small cages, she said. 

In many cases, shareholders were “horrified” 
when they learned of some of the production 
methods used by their companies’ suppliers, 
Byrne said.

TO LEBRON

It’s usually not the best idea to walk around Chicago wearing 
the jersey of a player who almost single-handedly eliminated 
the Bulls in the playoffs a few short weeks ago. But Damon 
Lee feels entirely secure sporting his LeBron James jersey 

“It’s funny because you’d think I’d get yelled at for wearing 
this,” said Lee, 23, of Lakeview “But now when Bulls fans see it, 
I’ll actually get high-fives or positive comments.” 

Yes, the summer of LeBron is here, even if NBA free-agent 
hunting season doesn’t begin until July 1. Chicago’s hype 
machine already is in overdrive about the possibility that 
the reigning NBA MVP and superduperstar could leave the 
Cleveland Cavaliers over the summer and make a flight plan 
to the Windy City. 

The King himself kick-started the rumors in mid-March 
when he praised the city after crushing the Bulls at the United 
Center. 

“Chicago is a great city” James told the Tribune in March. 
“It’s one of the best cities you have in America. From lifestyle 
to sports town, it’s a great city I know that. You guys know 
that. Everybody knows that.” 

Ever since then, every tidbit of LeBron-related news or gos- 
sip has become fodder for the snowballing speculation of the 
LeBron-to-the-Bulls theory 

Lee already is a believer. 

“Not only do you hear it on sports-talk shows and the me- 
dia, but it seems like every time I talk to my friends, that’s the 
first thing people talk to me about,” Lee said. “Personally, I 
think we’ll see ’Bron dunking in the United Center in the fall.” 

If the 25-year-old forward needs help choosing a destina- 
tion, cousins and Bulls fans AJ Barthold and J.C. Skupien are 
here to help. They started the sendlebrontochicago.com 
website and grassroots campaign to get James in a Bulls uni- 
form. It launched May 9 and already has drawn the attention 


of ESPN and Sports Illustrated. 

The buzz hasn’t stopped with everyday Chicagoans— well- 
known athletes and public figures such as Brian Urlacher, Jesse 
Jackson and even President Obama all have chimed in on the 
possibility of The King to the Bulls. 

“You know, like I said, I don’t want to meddle,” Obama 
told TNT in an interview set to air Tuesday night. “I will say 
this: {Derrick} Rose, Joakim Noah, it’s a pretty good core. You 
know, you could see LeBron fitting in pretty well there.” 

James himself has made few public comments on his basket- 
ball destiny. Most of the information connecting him to the 
Bulls are based on unsubstantiated, Twitter-fueled rumors — 
did you hear the one about James house hunting with Michael 
Jordan or hanging out downtown with Dwyane Wade? 

The hoopla about James is understandable, said Bulls fan 
Ricky O’Connell, 22, of Orland Park, who writes about the team 
for his Chicago sports website Tremendous Upside Potential. 

“He’s basically the best athlete in the world, and whoever 
gets him will be a championship contender for years, so it 
makes sense that people want to know where he’s going,” 
O’Connell said. 

The possibility of The King making his new court in Chi- 
cago is especially enticing to Bulls fans who have suffered a 
long stretch of mediocrity since Air Jordan put the finishing 
touches on a second three-peat in summer 1998. The Bulls 
have missed the playoffs six times in the past 12 seasons, and 
were easily dispatched in the first round by the Cavaliers this 
season. 

“It was hard to stick with the team through the Tim Floyd, 
Scott Skiles and Vinny Del Negro eras,” said Christopher Ca- 
son, 25, a journalism student at Columbia College. “I think 
LeBron {would bring} a lot of those fans back.” 

Though Jon Heupel, 32, says he “definitely” would go see a 
Bulls game if James joined the team, the North Center resi- 
dent fears that the LeBron mega-hype might be setting the

Hawks stir the echoes 
from their glory days 


By Chris Sosa 

REDEYE 

For the first time in four decades, Chicago 
may have a serious case of Hawks fever. 

There were inklings of another case 18 years 
ago, but they didn’t take. We’d better check 
the symptoms and examine the last time the 
Hawks were this viral. The team last won the 
Stanley Cup in 1960-61. It then sold out 14 
straight seasons— powered in large part by 
Bobby Hull and Stan Mikita— and reached 
the finals four more times by 1973. 

The current Hawks are on their 99th 
straight sellout, Jonathan Toews and Patrick 
Kane are this close to becoming full-on su- 
perstars (and several teammates aren’t far be- 
hind) and they’ve won their first conference 
title since 1992 after reaching the Western 
finals last year. 

So far, this team’s 3-for-3. 

But not having been around for the 
Hawks’ heyday, I asked Walter Dockus, a 
Chicago Stadium parking employee from 
1967-82 and a huge hockey fan, to offer 
some perspective. 

We’ll use a handful of benchmarks from 
then and now 

National anthem 

Then: “The house lights— they were the old 
incandescent lights at that time— they were 
dimmed and I can recall that the U.S. flag was 
spotlighted,” Dockus said. “The renditions of 
that national anthem were pretty stirring.” 

Now: The roar for “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” is as deafening as it is legendary as 
fans blow the roof off the UC from the first 
note to the last. 


The sound ... 

Then: “One of the people whose car we 
would handle regularly would be A 1 Melgard; 
he was the maestro on the old Barton organ 
in the Stadium,” Dockus said. “He had a 
knack for knowing how to use that instru- 
ment to work the crowd before the hockey 
games, between periods and so forth.” 

Now: A digital organ echoes through the 
UC, and even if they don’t know the song’s 
title, “Chelsea Dagger” is burned into fans’ 
minds as the Hawks’ goal anthem. 

... and the fury 

Then: “The building had a reputation 
throughout the league when it came to 
hockey {as being] one of the loudest to play 
in,” Dockus said. “On a couple of occasions, 
I’ve heard it said the windows actually shat- 
tered from the vibration {of the organ}. ... If 
that’s fantasy, so be it. I can’t attest to that 
100 percent, but that’s what I’ve heard.” 

Now: The 2009-10 Hawks seized their first 
division title since 1992-93 and are 34-11-4 at 
the UC this season, including the playoffs. 
Unwelcome visitors, beware. 

Diagnosis 

The Hawks are a Cup away from making this 
a full-blown outbreak. 

“I watched the game {Sunday} and saw the 
intensity and the noise level and so forth, 
and I’m sitting there thinking to myself, 
maybe in some small measure the good-vibe 
ghosts from 1800 Madison decided to take 
up residence at the United Center,” Dockus 
said. “Pretty exciting stuff as far as I’m con- 
cerned.” CHSOSA@TRIBUNE.COM

Keith hopped back onto the ice Sun- 
day after losing seven teeth when he 
was hit in the mouth with a puck. 

But now hear this: Hall of Famer 
Stan Mikita not only lost teeth play- 
ing hockey he once returned to ac- 
tion after losing an ear lobe. 

“I got one {puck} glance off my eye- 
ball and my nose that nailed me pret- 
ty good. I couldn’t see good for two or 
three days,” the former Blackhawks 
center (1958-80) recalled Monday 
“But the strangest one was in Pitts- 
burgh when we were on a power play and Doug Mohns shot the puck 
from the blue line. One of the Pittsburgh players put his stick down 
so that the blade was aimed right at me. It hit the blade, bounced 
straight up in the air and it cut my ear off ... my earlobe. ... So then 
they are sewing my ear back on. My wife was watching the game on 
TV and she thought it was my eye again. So I called her and said: ‘It’s 
my ear, and they are sewing it back on; I’ll be home at 2:30.’ ” 

Mikita, who celebrated his 70 th birthday Thursday didn’t think 
he would see the Blackhawks in the Stanley Cup finals again. 

“Not until Rocky [Wirtz] came along and decided to clean house 
and hire the right people, including management and players,” 
Mikita said. 

“I was 20 years old when we won it in ’61. ... %u get lucky and you 
win the Stanley Cup and you say ‘Boy, this will go on forever.’ But 
forever lasted one year.”

Regardless of that guy who tried to 
run you off the road last Friday, we are 
fundamentally a polite society, given 
to saying “please” and “thank you,” 
while eschewing sharp verbal assaults 
on those who may, nevertheless, richly 
deserve them. By dispensing with the 
niceties, Cowell created something in- 
herently fascinating and inherently for- 
eign-the mean TV personality. 


TV is often all about hype-selling us 
stuff we may not want, or telling us 
something is wonderful that we suspect 
is not. “Idol” is often all about hype, too. 
First one judge, then another, affirms 
that the performance was “brilliant” or 
“inspiring.” The contestant bows his 
head in reverence and seemingly sin- 
cere gratitude. And then Simon speaks: 
“I didn’t think it was an incredible per- 
formance. It was OK.” The audience 
boos. He turns: “Can I finish?” 
And he does. Mr. Buzzkill 
pulls the runaway balloon 
back to Earth. Reality sets 
in. Yeah, maybe that wasn’t 
so great after all. In fact, it 
wasn’t. 


The early circus rounds excepted, 
there’s often just the barest element of 
compassion in Cowell’s critiques. Fans 
have long detected a higher purpose in 
his criticism. These weren’t mere put- 
downs, but constructive put-downs- 
words of advice as opposed to spitballs. 
People need to hear the truth, he in- 
sists. The truth will set them free-or at 
least make them realize they shouldn’t 
waste their lives pursuing a career 
they were never cut out for. Implicit in 
Cowell’s criticism was always this mes- 
sage: To become a success in the music 
industry, you’ve got to navigate past 
brutal, borderline sadists in the execu- 
tive suite and fickle audience tastes and 
ferocious market competition. Even 
then, success is a long shot. Better get 
used to some tough love right now, or 
you’re dead. 


Music is not easily or always pro- 
ductively defined in terms of “truth.” 

It’s a big subjective world out there, 
and what may have been sublime to 
Paula Abdul made Cowell’s ears bleed. 
Fundamentals do still apply. Pitch 
and tone are measurable. A C-sharp 
is meant to be sung as a C-sharp, and 
not as a D-sharp. All “Idol” wannabes 
cover the songs of artists and should 
-presumably-sing those songs the 
way they ought to be sung. Sure, “make 
the song your own”-as the judges say 
-but don’t butcher it in the process. 
Cowell has always seemed to have the 
surest grasp of this “Idol” dictum. 

Did Simon get judgments wrong? More 
often than we have room to recall. But 
he mostly was right.
